Ayers said the foundation 
walked out because cow show 
organizers insisted on a rule say- 
ing. “Designs that arc religious, 
political or sexual in nature will 
not be accepted."

states to adopt campaign finance 
laws, so that frec-spee^ restric- 
dons may muldply at the local 
level. Because campaign Hnance 
“reform” is such a respectable

cheered by Sen. John McCain

These are “hard - 
mpney” contributions. However,

In its recent decision, the 
court ignored the dilemma. It 
approved Missouri’s limits on 
contributions for state races, 
down to $2^ for some offices. 

America’s founders feared the 
abuse of power. Free speech was 
one antidote: checks and bal- 
ances were another. These 
remain the best protections 
against the dangers of big politi- 
cal contributions. But constitu- 
tional law is what the court says 
it is, even if the court errs. The 
court may ultimately come to its 
senses, but that day seems 
increasingly dLstant.

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Multimillion-dollar expansion 
of tax collectors pays big dividends 


BOISE (AP)-The state’s multi* 
miUion*dollar investment in a 
cadre of extra tax collectors is 
paying even bigger dividends 
than officials predined and with- 
out harassing regular citizens 
making a good faith effort to pay 
their fair ^are. 

“The tax gap continues to 
shrink,” Tax Commission mem- 
ber Dewey Hammond told the 
Joint Finance-Appropriations 
Committee on Thursday. “And 1 
believe this effort will be sus- 
tained.” 

Ehiring the first year on the job 
- July 1998 through last June - 
the two dozen new auditors and 
enforcers rolled up $16.7 million 
in payments, from tax scofflaws 
both inside and outside Idaho. 
That was $42 million more than 
originally projected for the S2.4 
miUion annual price-tag. • 

And in the seven months since 
then, Hammond said collections 
are even stronger, totaling $10.4 
million compared to $9.1 million 
during the first seven months of 
■ the previous fiscal year.

WENDELL - City. leaders may 
need to find more matching 
funds if they want to stay in the 
running for on Idaho Department 
of Commerce community block 
grant. 

Susan Riddle, a professional 
immunity development consul- 
tant from Twin'Folls who has

CoUeagues remembered Laake 
as a driven, straightforward jour- 
nalist. 

“Other journalists talk about 
truth, but Laake was dedicated to 
it,’’ said former colleague Michael 
Lacey, executive editor of 
Phoenix New Times, who hired 
her in 1981. “In many ways, her 
writing served as a beacon to 
other journalists to show how 
timid they are.” 

Laake’s 1993 book, “Secret 
Ceremonies: A Mormon Woman’s 
Intimate Diary of Marriage and 
Beyond,” made the Now York 
Times bestseller list for 16 weeks. 
Her candid account of her 
upbringing as a member of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints and her later rebellion 
against the church detailed some 
of the church’s temple rites. That 
angered many church members. 
Others praised her for revealing 
little-known aspects of Mormon 
culture. 

Shortly after the book's publi- 
cation, Las^e was excommunicat- 
ed from the Mormon Church. 

In 1983, she won a special^ 
award from the'Columbia School, 
of Journalism for her story titled 
“Wormboys,” a memoir of her 
dating experiences in which she 
found men often less than maiUy.

-Scientist? unveil-wildlifehabitat-computer-modeL 


BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) 
Scientists have unveiled a new 
computer model designed to help 
conserve wildlife around the 
world. It already is being used at 
the Bureau of Land 
Management's Pryor Mountain 
Wild Horse Range in southern 
Montana. 

-The new - research tool, 
announced Thursday in Fort 
Collins, Colo., and Nairobi, Kenya, 
is called “SAVANNA” and culmi- 
nates 15 years of work at 
Colorado State University and the 


Nairobi-based International 
Livestock Research Institute and 
Future Harvestr 

SAVANNA is so comprehensive 
that a computer using it can con- 
sider the constant change of the 
natural world across large regions 
.while also forecasting the future 
of small areas. The model uses 
hundreds of variables on wildlife, 
plants, livestock, soil, climate and 
human activity to make predic- 
tions from five toTOO years into 
the future. - 

It forecasts wildlifepopulations, 


the health of ecosystems and 
human conditions following both 
naturally occurring drnnges in the . 
landscape and those caused by 
human activity. 

Michael Coughenour, senior 
research scientist at the Natural 
Resource Ecology Laborotory at 
Colorado State, said the federal 
government has used SAVANNA 
to help determine how many hors- 
es are appropriate for the Pryor 
- Mountain Wild Horse Range. 

SAVANNA alw will be used in 
Yellowstone National Park to 


determine the park’s natural car- 
rying capacity for bison and the 
habitat outside the park most 
essential to wildlife. 

Coughenour said bison model- 
ing, part of a larger project that 
began three years ago in 
Yellowstone, was prompted by 
concern over brucellosis, the dis- 
ease that causes cows to abort 
calves. 

Ranchers fear the disease can 
be spread to their herds, although 
there is no evidence of transfer in 
the wild.

There has bran spec- 
ulation, especially in British 
newspapers, that the Ariana 
Airlines jet was seized during its 
domestic flight in Afghanistan 
and brought on a meandering 
.route to London as part of an 
elaborate bid for political asylum. 

. The hijackers did not make 
any demand for asylum, but “it 
became clear in the lost hour of 
the negotiations that they were 
expressing concern about the 
' 'political situation in 
Afghanistan,” said David 
Stevens, chief constable of Ess^ 
County police. Home Secretary 
Jack Straw suggested that any- 
one who hud been on the flight 
with the. intendon of getting asy- 
lum tvould be considered pan of 
the hijacking plot. 

U.S. warplanes bomb 
Iraqi air defense system 

BAGHDAD, Iraq - U.S, and 
British warplanes tvounded nvo 
civilians in an airstrike on north- 
ern Iraq on Thursday, the official 
Iraqi News Agency said. 

Tlie U.S. military said American 
planes bombed an Iraqi air 
defense site in retoliadon for and- 
aircraft fire. An unidentified 
spokesman for the Iraqi Air 
Defense Force said the allied 
planes anacked “civilian and ser- 
vice installations,” the agency 
reponed. The spokesman did not 
say where the casualties were 
inflicted, but said the planes flew 
over the provinces of Dahouk, 
Afbil and Nineveh. 

A s tatement from the Germany- 

based'U.'Sr'Europeah Command 
.smd Iraqi forces had fired ond-oh'- 
craft gujis and a missile at allied 
aircraft near Mosul, a city 250 
miles north of Baglidad. US. and 
British planes have been enforc- 
ing no-fly zones in northern and 
_.southtan Iraq. Jhe zones wcrc.sct_ 
^ in the aftermath of the 1991 
Gulf War to protect Iraq’s Kurdish 
and Shiite wpuladons. Irdq does ’ . 
not recowize the zones and has - - 
been chaflenging the allied planes 
since December 1998. 

France, Belgium boycott 
speech of Austrian minister 

. VIENNA, Austria ^ Frcnch.and 

Belgian diplomats boycotted a 
spe^ Tlnu^ay by the Austrian 
foreign minister in her capacity 
as head of the Organization for 
Security and Cooperation in 
Europe, and the U.S. chief dele- 
gate used the occasion to criticize 
the new center-riglit government. 

“We are concerned- that your— 
government now includes a party 
whose leader has made state- 
ments ... expressing sympathy for 
the Nazis and minimizing, even 
excusing the tragedy of the 
Holocaust,” U.S. delegate David 
Johnson said. He added tharthe' 
political controversy surrounding 
the government and its formation 
has distracted tlic Austrian chair- 
manship of the OSCE and led to 
less-than-effcctivc leadership of 
the organization.^ —

N. Ireland's government 

BELFAST, Northern Ireland - 
Facing the imminent prospect 
that Britain will strip the powers 
from Northern Ireland’s Pro- 
testant-Catholic government, 
diplomats worked behind the 
scenes Thursday for an Irish 
Republican Army commitment to 
disarm. In Dublin, the Protestant 
leader of the province’s power- 
sharing Cabinet insisted politi- 
cians Wouldn’t lose hope, even 
though their coalition could be 
suspended by the. weekend 
because of the outlawed IRA’s 
unwillingness to begin scrapping

GROZNY, Russia (AP) - Two 
wars over the past six years have 
transformed Chechnya’s capital 
from a Serene dty of 400,000 to a 
barely inhabitable wasteland 
where the few remaining resi* - 
dents cower in stinking base* 
ments or stumble through the 
streets in shock and despair. 

Once a city of wide ovehues 
flanked by massive, Soviet-era . 
apartments buildings, Groaiy is 
now a ruin of pulverized brick 
and. concrete, vmere gniffld pro- 
claims “Welcome to Hell.” 

Then there is the stench. The 
sickly smell of'rotting human 
flesh hdngs in buildings; testimo- 
ny to’the unknown number of 
Indies crushed under the rubble _ 

Three.days after Russian forces 
claimed full control of Grozny, the 
dty.was an endless vista of ruin 
that horrified returning residents. 

. “Our life is over,” said a 60- 
yeu-old teacher, who would ^ve 
only her first name, Lida. “But 
we fail to understand what we 
did wrong” to deserve this. 

For weeks, Russian artillery 
and jets pounded the city with 
thousands of bombs and missiles 
before ground forces finally took

Chechnya has tong been a dan- 
gerous place. Its history is tied up 
in seething resistance to succes- 
■ sive powerful invaders. 

During the 1800s, Russians 
fought a 30-year war to win control 
of the Caucasus for the czar. As 
19th century writer Leo Tolstoy, 
told the story, the roads were 
never safe for the Russians, day or 
night. Any Russian soldier who 
ventured unprotected &ocb his fort 
was killed or kidnapped. The <^y 
safe way to travel was in a slow, 
cumbersome militaiy convoy. 

It is not much duferent today, 
except the story Is told in shock- 
ing detail In video, excerpts that 
appear on television. In one, a 
Russian captive kneels to die.

While Love put together a 7-

No one since Ben Bogan in 
1948 had .won six straight tour- 
naments until Woods won at 
Pebble Beach on Monday.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. - Frozen yogurt- 
maker TCBY Enterprises - whose name is 
' on shops in Twin Falls and Burley - said 
Thursday it has agreed to be purchased 
by Capricorn Investors in a stock deal 
worth about $140 million. 

Capricorn is the principal shareholder 
of Mrs. Fields’ Holdings, which makes soft 
pretzels and cookies. 

Under the deal, .New York-based 
Capricorn is to pay $6 per share for 
TCBY^s stock, a price that is about 68 per- 
cent above Wednesday’s dosing of $3.^. 

The deal will allow TCBY franchises to 
continue under their current name but 
with new management. It also will allow 


some TCBY stores, and frozen yogurt 
products to be offered at cookicand pret- 
zel outlets, which arc strongholds in shop- 
ping malls. 

“I don’t think the consumer will notice 
any impact, other than over rime, they 
will probably; have more options to pur- 
chase other products in our locations,” 
said Gene Whisenhuht, TCBY's chief 
finandal officer and executive vice presi- 
dent. 

Salt Lake City-based Mrs. Fields’ 
Holdings controls other food brands such

Maker. 

“We are eager to work with the TCBY 


umes. through the potential addition of 
our other brands in ebeir stores,” said 
Larry Hodges, president and chief execu- 
tive officer of Mrs. Fields.

TCBY was founded in 1981 by Frank D.

No major new attacks sur- 
faced during the day Thursday, 
after a three-day spree 'that 
briefly shut down Yahoo!, eBay’s 
auction site, ETradc’s online 


brokerage, the ZONct technolo- 
gy news site and others. 

Technicians at Yahoo!, the 
Web’s most visited site, raced to 
install special filters to monitor 
Internet traffic and weed out 
assaults, spokeswoman Diane 
Hunt said. Yahoo! was crippled 
Monday by a bombardment of 
data. 

Several Icadihg Web compa- 
nies refused to divulge their' 
liigh-tcch precautions for fear of 
inviting more attacks. 

Envisionecring, a small high- 
tech consulting firm in Scaford, 
N.Y., said it programmed its 
computers to turn away mes- 
sages from anonymous sources. 
On Tuesday, hackers apparently 
commandeered Envisioncering’s 
computer .servers as a launcliing' 


pad for Attacks on popular Web 
sites, said Richard Doherty, the - 
company’s president.

RENO, Nev. - Dozens of allegations of 
. harassment and intimidation of Forest 
Service workers in Nevada outlined in an 
investigative report are “disturbing and 
disgraceful,” Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., 
said Thursday. 

But Rep. Helen Chenoweth, Rddaho, 
said the findings aren't as bad as ex- 
Forest Service supervisor Gloria Flora 
made them out tu be. She said Flora 
, appears to have been “prone to hysterical 
exaggerations.” 

The Forest Service sent an investiga- 
tive team to* Nevada for two weeks in 
December to interview more tliunlOO” 
workers after Flora resigned in 
November in protest of what she 
described as a hostile atmosphere. 

Flora said she was worried she couldn’t 
guarantee the safety of her employees on 
the Humboldt-Toiyabc National Forest, 

- where-tensions-were-mounting between 
the agency and the Elko County 
Commission over the closure of a road 
and protecdon of a threatened fish. 

The team confirmed this week that 
. dozens of agency workers told them tlicy . 
experienced harassment, intimidation 
and throats in Nevada in recent years 
based .solely on who they work for. 

Exccr])ts of their stories in the 25-page 
report range from one who said a bulldoz- 
er operator tried to run her over, to oth- 
ers who say they tverc denied service in 
restaurants, refused admittance to a club, 

. cursed at bus stops or ridiculed at public 
banquets. 

The agency team concluded none of 
the allegations rose to the level of war- 
ranting pursuit of criminal charges. It 
also determined none of the workers cur- 
rently is in any danger. 

Nevertheless, Miller said Thursday

Most of the worker's concerns spoke to 
an underlying climate of resentment 
against federal land managers in rural 
Nevada. 

“Pressure is pervasive - my family

Several workers said they moke a point 
not to travel in marked Forest Service 
vehicles in parts of rural Nevada. 

“When I travd in a Forest Service vehi- 
cle in central and northeast Nevada I 
often feel like a 'sitting duck’, a target,” 
one said. 

When overnighting -in Austin or 
Tonopah, the -worker usually tells the 
motel clerk' he is with the agency’s par- 
ent U.S. Agriculture Department, “not 
the USFS for fear of a hostile response. ... 

“It is an awful feeling to think that you 
need to travel in disguise.„When I__ 
worked in California on the Eldorado 
and Tahoe National Forests, I never felt 
this way - 1 was very proud of what I did 
and who I worked for.” 

Although the internal investigation 
found no prosecutable crimes, the report .. 
acknowledged several employees 
— “spoke-of incidents- where-rT.-they— 
encountered people whose actions or 
language thcy considered threatening 
causing them to be afraid for their w^- 
being.” 

“Of the 35 employees we met with in 
Elko, the majority said that working and 
living in the setting affected their sense 
of well-being,” the report said. 

Flora’s critics say the fact no prose- 
cutable offenses were uncovered in the 
investigadon proves she was wrong. 

“This report clearly contradicts Ms. ' 
Flora’s claims,” said Chenoweth; chair- 
man of the House Resources subcommit- 
tee on forests and forest health. 

“In fact, the report seems to indicate 
that Ms. Flora may have been prone to 
hysterical exa^erations, which would 
certainly explain why she had such a dif- 
ficult time working cooperatively with 
p^ple in the ncarl^ communities,” ^e 
said.

What was the “something else" 

• that made North unhappy? 

West led his fourth-best spade 
to East’s jack, and South comfort- 
ably won his queen. Carefully, he 
led a low heart to dummy’s queen 
and led the first diamond from 
dummy. Had he led his diamond 
jack bom his hand instead, West 
would have ducked easily, allow- 
ing East to win. East would have 
returned a spade, and the game 
would have had no chance. 

However, South's cagey lead 
from dummy didn’t work. East 
hopped up with his diamond king 
anyway and returned a spade. 
West established his spades while 
he still held the diamond ace, and 
South could win only eight tricks. 

East did make a good play in 
diamonds; however, he should 
never have had the opportunity. 
To stvihie the defense, South 
should refuse to win Ease's spade 
jack at trick . one.. East's.spadc.re:^ 
turn would trap West's l^g, and 
South would succeed with or with- 
out a cover by West When South 
leads diamonds, if East wins he 
would have no spade to lead. And 
if West wins, he would lose his en- 
try to nm his suit 

What if East held ' three 
spades? Then South wOuld lose 
only two spades and two dia- 
monds, leading to the same re- 
sult
